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DETAILED ACTION 

The instant application 10/534,857 is presented for examination by the examiner. 
Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 9-14, 20, and 21 were previously allowed. Claim 15 has been 
canceled. Claim 22 has been added. Claims 16-19 have been amended. Claims 1,2, 
4-6, 9-14, and 16-22 are pending. The amendment after final filed 6/16/10 has been 
entered.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Both of the independent claims positively recite the following limitation: 
"calculating data formed as a series of tokens, wherein an initialization token of the 
series of tokens is configured to enable an authentication session to be opened and 
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tokens of the series of tokens other than the initialization token are configured to enable 
the authentication session to be maintained; producing an anonymous signature of the 
initialization token, the signatures being obtained using a private key associated with 
said public key and opening an anonymous authentication session with the server, 
wherein said anonymous signature is a unique signature used for said authentication 
session". The prior art of record is silent in explicitly teaching this limitation in 
combination with all of the other limitations of the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,2, 4-6, 9-14, and 16-22 are allowed.
